Care of Lamps. 
The bowl of the lamp should be kept 
full of oil, but when hot in use the wick 
should be turned low to keep the oil 
from oozing out on the burner. The 
burners should be cleansed occasionally 
by boiling them for half an hour in a 
strong solution of Gold Dust washing 
powder.
